today by Governor Hughes. This bill 
is probably one of the most far reach- 
ing reform measures ever passed by 
an American 
legislature. 
It places 


under direct state control every pub-

service 
corporation,. great 
or 


small, in the state of New York, with 
the exception of the telegraph 
and 


the telephone. 


It applies not only to the railroads, 


street railway and subway lines, ex- 
press companies and gas and electric 
lighting companies doing business ex 
clusively in. the state; but to the bus! 
ness within the state of all railroads 
or other common carriers which en 
ter the state at any point. 


Have Sweeping Powers.

California after the attempt on the 
life of Fred Bradley, who, according 
to Orchard, was blown from his own 
door into the street and fearfully hurt 
by a crude bomb placed by Orchard 
under the mat in the early morning. 
Bradley is now suing the San Fran- 
cisco Gas company, it is said, for 
personal damage resulting from the 
explosion which he claims was caus- 
ed by escaping gas. It is possible, 
that. Bradley may be called by the 
defense to refute the testimony of 
Orchard. 


The evidence to be produced in 


corroboration of Orchard's testimony 
is now the most interesting feature of 
the case. It is conceded that the very 
fact that Orchard's statement on the 
stand is so remarkable calls for the 
most, minute corroboralion. and coun- 
sel for.the state say that every impor- 
tant, detail will he substantiated by 
good witnesses and It is pointed out 
that the detail brought out yesterday 
could have been suppressed had not 
the evidence to support it been at 
hand. 


The Attack on Bradley. 


Orchard began his day's testimony 


by giving the names of several per- 
sons he met in San Francisco when 
he went there to assassinate Fred 
Bradley, who had been formerly the 
manager of the Bunker hill and Sulli 
van mine in the Couer D'Alene dis- 
trict of Idaho. These names were re- 
lated in order to pave the way for a 
possible corroboration 
of Orchard's 


testimony at this point.

of the time as he was in San Fran- 
cisco by the name of Barry- Leaving 
California.

Southern Pacific's Fright- 


ful Record Due to Its 


Bad Tracks. 


Los Angeles. Cal.. June C.—Seventy 


persons have been killed and over two 
hundred injured, more or less, In 
wrecks on the Southern Pacific rail- 
road during tho last five mouths. 
Since Jan. 1 twenty-five wrecks have 
occurred In California on tho South- 
ern Pacific, and it is asserted that 
the majority of these were caused 
either by blunders of train crews, 
many of them overworked, or by 
aults in the equipment of the roll- 
ng stock or track. 


Insecure or improperly ballasted 


oadbed 
and worn-out tracks are 


eld responsible for fifteen wrecks, 
iroe-fifths of the total number and 
ho ones in which the greatest loss 
f life occurred. 
Included in this 


umber is the wreck on the coast 
no in which some thirty nobles of 
ho Mystic Shrine met death. 


Of tho total number of wrecks it 


s asserted that only three were due 
o unavoidable causes. 


Track Found In Bad Shape. 


Investigation of the coast line of 


he Southern 
Pacific, 
over 
which 


ho heaviest tourist travel Is carried, 
shows that in many places 
along 


this line the track is absolutely rot- 
,en. 
The ties have been found in 


such a condition that the spikes 
holding the rails may bo pulled out 
with 
tho fingers. Long stretches 


where the roadbed has been built 
up on tho coast line route are de- 
clared to be so imperfectly construct- 
ed that wrecks are likely to occur at 
any time. 


In some places the tics have rotted 


to such an extent that the rails have 
eaten into them an inch or more, 
crushing and breaking the tie plates 
•which are supposed t-> be tight be 
tween the rail and the tie. 


Tics and Rails Dilapidated. 


Investigation of the track between 


Casmalla 
and Guadalupo on 
tho 


coast line shows a bad condition of 
affairs. 
It is asserted that in many 


places the ties ntlck far1 out above 
the ballast, spikes barely held by 
the rotting ties could bo pulled out 
easily with the fingers, and that the 
whole track—rails, ties, spikes, bolts 
and plates—is in dilapidated condi- 
tion. 


So widespread is tho belief that 


conditions ol track and equipment 
are not as they should be, and so 
general is the demand that precau- 
tions be taken to prevent further 
disasters, that the Southern Pacific 
has ordered a considerable reduc-

Washington, June 6.—The adminis 


tration is still greatly perplexed over 
its plans for prosecuting E. H. Harri- 
man, and from now until next Friday 
night there is to be a succession oi 
conferences, in order to get into shape 
some final policy to be adopted on this 
case and several other important suits 
under consideration for alleged viola 
tions of the anti-trust and interstate 
commerce laws. Little time remains 
before the president goes to Oyste 
Bay for the summer, and he wants 
these pending questions settled before 
he leaves Washington. 


A final conference of the president 


and his closest advisers will be held 
at the white house Friday night. Pres~- 
ent there will be Attorney General 
Bonaparte, Secretary Root, Secretary 
Strauss, of the department of com- 
merce and labor, all tho members of 
.he interstate commerce commission, 
and Special Counsel Kellogg and Sev- 
erance. 


After Harriman, the Man. 


At this conference two important 


matters will be decided: 


1. Whether the evidence developed 


in the Investigation into the merger 
of the Harriman railroad properties by 
the Interstate commerce commission is 
sufficiently conclusive to warrant pros- 
ecutions under the anti-trust law. 
What is particularly desired by the 
president is the assurance that this 
evidence will stand before 
a jury, 


which indicates clearly that he is after 
Harriman the man, and not so much 
the corporations, as was the case in 
the Northern Securities case. 


2. Whether tho evidence gathered 


by the commission and the department 
of 
justice 
warrants 
proceedings 


against tho bituminous coal 
roads, 


which, it is alleged, have been grad- 
ually absorbing control of the soft coal 
fields until, by virtue of their com- 
mand of the transportation facilities 
from the mines to the markets, they 
have the fuel supply of the country 
completely within their power. 


It is generally believed here that 


definite action will be taken in the 
case against the soft coal roads be- 
cause of the decision already 
an- 


nounced to prosecute tho anthracite 
roads. 
Definite action in this latter 


case is to be taken in the immediate 
future. 
The president yesterday di- 


rected the 
attorney general to go 


ahead with this prosecution at once. 
The suits will be started at Philadel- 
phia in a few days, or as soon as tho 
petitions can be prepared for filing in 
the federal courts of Pennsylvania. 


Roosevelt's Advisers Divided. 


As to the Harriman case, in which 


President Roosevelt is more person- 
ally and deeply interested than in any 
of the others, he has been unable to 
make a final decision. His advisers 
are sharply divided;' some insisting 
that a strong case can be established 
in court against E. H. Harriman, and 
others being as equally confident that 
while the evidence might be convinc- 
ing, .on the face of it, it would be in- 
sufficient to convince the courts and a 
jury that the law had been violated. 


With 
his cabinet and 
interstate 


commerce commission divided on the 
question, the president is hesitating 
before directing the department of jus- 
tice to go ahead and have Mr. Harri- 
man and his corporations Into court. 


Fears Effect on Country.
